The 
trouble begnn in the mill in the morn- 
ing when J. A. Raybom, who entered 
into a contract with the ^company sev- 
cntl itmIpi ago to famish meats for 800 
mm, bacaai* inrolTad in a dfapata with 
■nouMr contiMtor in the smm line of 

lltlrillCSB 

BapertaitMidnt Potter was called 
npom to act as arUter. He deelded 
against Raybom, whereapon the latter 
decided to throw np his oontraot. He 
went to the dining nail over which he 
luM raperrlsion and began making oat 
hii acooonts, flidng up the time m the 
men in iis employ, etc. While thos 
engaged Raybom was waited upon by 
five members of the Carnegie special 
police force ander command of Captain 
Mewton. The latter osdered Raybom 
to leave the place, bat' he refaeed to 
oomply. The officers then placed him 
pnder arrest, and oondnctea him to a 
ttttie briek baildins on the rirer tank, 
where' they lookea him np. He was 
kmt a prisoner for over two nonrs. 

u tne meantime the seventy-two 
waiters and cooks employed by Ray- 
twm, learning what had taken place, 
qoitwork. They packed thair valises, 
and when their employer was released 
from the company's prison his men fell 
in line and followed Rasrbom to the 
ofiBce, where he drew $1,884. This was 
given to him mostly in nils of large de- 
nominations, making it impossible for 
him tu pay off his men on acooant of a 
lack of chanse. Raybom then led the 
Uacks and wnites down into Hoineetead 
to the strikers' headonarters, where he 
paid them, after which they were ac- 
companied to the depot by folly 500 
men, women and boys, who looked 
tmon the d ssertsw as real flakh and 
hlood heroes. 

After getting rid of his men, Rayborn, 
accompanied hy Constable Stewart, 
went to Rankin where he preferred 
charges before Sqnire Qlnnt against 
Special Officers Newton, Powers, Smith 
and two others for assanlt and battery 
and false arrest Oonstablea Stewvt and 
Oingher soon had the five special offi- 
cers under arrest. One of them was 
permitted to depart after promising to 
appear for a hearing today. The other 
foor were taken before Sqnire Glnnt, 

Sven a preliminary hearing and in de- 
alt ox bail were committed to the 
Pittabmg JaU. 

The strikers are jubilant, being under 
the impression that the departure of so 
many cooks and waiters will be a seri- 
eos blow to the company. Bot Superin- 
tendent Potter looks at the matter in a 
Cerent light. He savs the places of 
the men wh'> left yesterday can be filled 
inside of twenty-four hours, and that 
the "sympathetic" strike of waiters and 
cooks will have no material effect or 
subject the company to no inconvenience. 

Nearly one hundred new men, the 
greater part of them being machinists 
and practical stc* 1 workers, came to the 
workH yesterday. In.side the mill every- 
thing beeniH to be running suioothly, 
and Superintendent Potter reiterates the 
statement that the work being done by 
the non-unionists is perfectly satiflfac 
tory, and that so far xs tlie tirni is con- 
cerned tln' ^ trikc is a thing of the past 
A non-uiiion man wlio left the mill 
yesterday cveuiiif,' said: "1 do not 
think there are over O jO men now at 
work for tile I 'anit'Lcie Steel company." 
He further stat<:il that over 41)0 men 
have deserted biiK hist Satiuday, ex- 
cliiBive of the cooks and waitSTS, who 
came out yestt^rday aftt-rnoon. 

At last nifilit's meeting of tlio ad 
visory committee, the treasurer rejiort- 
ed that the men who came from tlio 
works Yesterday liad contributed $4U

The Amalgamated committee con- 
ceded to the mannfacturers the redac 
tion asked in the finishing departmental 
The mills that have already signed the 
scale, excent the sheet and wire rod 
mills will M affected by the agreement 
anived at last night, as they had all 
(rigMd the scale subject to the conditions 
or inal settlement. In all about 18^ 
men are affected by the agreement. The 
iron scale for the entire country is now 
settled ezoept in the Mahoning and She- 
nango valleys. The settlement occurs 
after an 'idleness .of for^-one days. 
Testerdav's meeting was the sixteenth 
session of the confwenoe committee on 
the wage question and lasted ontil 0 
o'clock last night.

THE CHINESE MINISTER 

May be RecuUfil un Accutiut of "Count" 
Mitklewlcc 

Washinuton, Aug. 11.— The early re- 
call of the Chinese minister, which is 
predic ted, is Said to be a resolt of the 
negotiations of the famous "Connt" M?t- 
kiewicz to obtain Chinese concessions. 
Mitkiewicz, who is a Russian advfntnrer, 
obtained concessions for banking and 
telephone companies from the Chinese 
government some years ago, but they 
were revoked because he was found to 
be irresponsible. Mitkiewicz has been 
charged frequently with dishonesty, and 
only a few weeks ago the New York San 
devoted nearly a page to an expose of 
him. Mr. Tsui, the present minister 
from China has been coquetting with 
Mitkiewicz tvbo has made capital of his 
renewed intimacy at the legation. The 
emjieror, it is .said, is disjJeased with 
this, and hence has ordered Tsui's re- 
caU.

the Port of HulnliiKf ore, the C«plt»I ol

London, Aug. 11.— Fuller details of 
the collision, attended hj great loss of 

life, between steamers near the coast ol 
Fiulan'l. ^Imw that two coasting steam- 
ern, the A.ia.x and the RuneWr^. cdllided 
off the port of Helsingfors, capital of 
Finland, on Monday la.'^t. The Aja.v 
was loaded with people from Helsing- 
fors, who were out for a Sunday sail. 
The Raneborg waa in the coasting basi- 
ness. 

The Ajax had started out on Sunday 
and been delayeil on the retnm by a 
heavy fo^- Ihe captain concluded to 
proceed slowly into port and waa not at 
laij^h speed wlieii the collision occurred. 
The Rnneberjf . owing to the fog, had no 
notice of the aiiprojich of the Aja.x and 
wan KoinK at ordinary Hi)eed. Tlie Rune- 
ber^ struck the Ajax near the I'enter, 
shattt-rin;; that steamer so that the 
water tli.iwt il in in a torrent. 

The 1', IS ( Tigers on the Ajax were 
nearly all .Swedish Finns. They Ih>- 
baved with iicitable courage in the awful 
situation. The men pushed tlie women 
and cliilihcn to the life buoys thrown 
out by the Runwberg, and twk their 
chances at struggling in the water 
There was no time to lovvtr boats as the 
A.iax nank almost instantly, carrying 
down nearly one hnndred persons. The 
Runeberg was badlv injtned and could 
not have remained atioat long, but her 
captain sto(Kl by as long as i)osHible to 
save all that he could of the Ajax pas 
sengers and crew. Eighty-six persons 
are missing and thirtyHuaa bodiaa have 
been recovered. 



Another ColIUIon. 

Lo.NDON, Aug. 11.— The steanjship 
Saide, Captain Richter, of the North 
t-rernian Lloyd, arrived at.Honthami)t<in 
yesterday evening with the cre^v of tlie 
Norweirian hark Tordt;nskjold, with 
which she collided on Aug. 4. The col- 
lision occurred at 7 o'clock in the even- 
ing. For three hours the Safde had 
been running in a fog and at half .speetl. 
Suddenly Captain Richter, who was on 
the bridjjfe, saw the bark on the star- 
board side and coming on in such a 
course as to strike the steamship on the 
bow. He turned the Haale bow on, and 
a moment later the steamship crashed 
through the bow of the bark. 

The Saale's engines were reversed im- 
mediately but the bark dnfted otf and 
was lost to view before the steatuship 
could be stopped. Boats were lowered 
and manned, and within five minntes 
found the Tordjeriskjold filling rapidly. 
Tile caiii.iiii and ci>;w of neventeen were 
taken otl . A few minutes later the bark 
sank out ul' sight. On tlie Snale there 
was a panic among the piu^sengers, most 
of wliom Were in the main cabin. As 
soon as they felt tlie shock of the collis- 
ion all ran on deck, men and women 
coming nji half dresyed from their state 
rooms. Th*» officers went around assur- 
ing all that Mie Saale had suffered no in- 
jury and that the peril had bean happily 

averted by ^he collision. 

Perfect order was restored before the 
boats returned witli the crew of the 
bark. An exaiiniiatii'ii of the steamship 
wa.'^ ma»le and it was found that slie was 
practically uniuiured. This f;i( t wa- 
announced to the iiasseiigers and most 
of them then went to bed for the night. 
Captain Kllertsen, of the Tordenskjold, 
says that althtmgh he wius <>n deck just 
l)efore and during the collision, he did 
not hear the Haale's foghorn and knew 
nothing of his danger until the Saale 
seemetf almost within arm's length. 
The bark is owned in Ai-endal, he says, 
and waa carrying a cargo of stout and 
ginger ale from Dublin to New York. 

Tlie cabin passengers on the Saale 
praise the behavior of the ofHcers and 
crew throughout the e.\citement attend- 
ant upon tlie collision. On the evening 
of Aug. •">. they held a meeting ana 
signed a memorial to Cai>tain Richter, 
thanlnng him tor his gallant behavior 
and commending his presence of mind in 
turning the Sajvle's Ih)w on ho that the 
bark was prevented from atriicing her 
in the side. 

I'lraaure Boat lliiu I>own. 

Beuun. Aug. II.— Near Tonnensand, 
on the Elbe, yesteiday, a steamer ran 
into a pleasure boat, smashing the boat, 
which sank iiiitiiediately Three of the 
I)ersons who were in the pleiwure boat 
were drowned although the steanu'r 
stopped at once and did all it could to 
save than. 

Five LIvi-ii Lout by a Lainlalide. 

Vienna, Aug. 11.— At Schaniitz, a 
village and pass in the Tyrol, ten 
miles northwest of Innsprnck, a land- 
slip caused the death of five persona who 
were overwhelmed beneath the mass of 
rock and earth which came thundering 
down from a mountain.

Efforts Made to Beloase Two White Ilea 
Arrestea on the C1iar(o of Killlag s 

Negro — Two Compaiili't of Tmnpi Al- 
ready on the Field and ITobabl/ Ifora 
Will Ba Needed. 

Jersup, Ga., Aug. 11.— Two oooq^ 
nies of military are on duty here as a 

result of the efforts of a mob of whites 
to release ( harles Warren and Barlow 
Austin. tw<< white railroad engineers, 
from custody. The two men are charged 
along with Henry Little, another white 
man, with tnurdering Isaac Flowers, in 
July. 

Flowers was shot in his cabin and 
then placed on the railroad track vs-ith a 
pla<-ard on his coat, stating that ail 
other negroes would be treated likewis". 
Slierill .lolin KUis, of Ajijiling, ran down 
clews which pointe<l to eight white men 
as the murderers. Warren and Austin 
were arresteil by tlie slieritV and thr*e 
deputies who were arme<l \\-itli Win- 
chesters. A mob at once besieged them 
in the del lot ^"'1 telegrams were sent 
for aid. The governor ordered troopa 
to the scene from Brunswick. 

On their arrival an effort was made 
to place the prisoners on the train. 
Before this could be done, it wad nec- 
essary to nearly brain several of the 
mob with the butt end.s of muskets, 
(ireat excitement prevails and the 
military will 1x3 kept here in readiness 
for any trouble on Friday, when the 
prisoners will be brought back for trial, 
and other arreste of prominent white 
men who are believed to be membeia ti 
the .letisui) Kuklnx will be made.

was the cnso for <>(,'vcral weoka past, the 
reinfall waa very unevenly diatributcd, 
and came mainly in the form of local 
thunder storms. These appear to have 
been mucli more fro<iuentand heavier in 
the aoathem and western ooantiea than 
elaewhere. In these, the precipitation 
waa about normal, and in tome places 
largely in excess of It. The counties bor- 
dering apon the Ohio river, and those in 
the central part of the State, received but 
little rain, t xcejit in a few cases where 
thunder storms brought heavy ahowers 
over very limited areaa. On the 4th, a 
aevere thunder storni, nrcompanied by 
hii^ winds, created havoc amonx the 
cropa of Whitely County, being especially 
destructive to corn, and on the 7th a sim- 
ilar storm caused serious damage tocFops 
in Shelby County, where in places the 
rain was so heavy aa to wash out many 
tobacco fields and completely ruin the 
crop. 

Except in the sections reporting defi- 
cient rainfall, cropa are in a generally 
promising condition. In these districts, 
howeveri they are commencing to be 
■erionsly affected by the drouth, the in- 
jnry being most apparent to garden crops 
aod grasses. Corn has not sufTered much 
as yet, and from a very large portion of 
the State reports regarding it are of the 
most favorable character. Its prospects 
will be aerioualy impaired in nmny 
places unless abundant rains fall very 
aoon. Unfavorable reports relative to 
the fruit crop continue to be received, 
and it is possible that the yield of all late 
varieties will be far below the average. 
Wheat threshing is about completed, and 
reports of the yield are favcmibie almost 
without exception. 

In the western counties tlic tobacco 
crop is undoubtedly very promising, but 
in the eastern and central seetiona re* 

ports of its condition .ire not so f:ivoral)le. 
In these districts ithassutlered from lack 
of rain and the growtji Is very uneven. 
The Simpson County correspondent re- 
ports tliat the plants are growing up very 
■lender, but that otherwise the crop loolcs 
well. Taking the State as a whole the 
crop may be said to be in an average con- 
dition, and with favorable weather con- 
ditions it may improve greatly before 
the close of the aeaaon.

He came with his parents 
to Mayaville, and was educated at the 
Maysville Seminary and at the Naval 
Academy at Annapi>li-, Md. lie was 
midshipman and Acting-Lieutenant in the 
navy for nearly aix yean, and was aid to 
Commodore David Connor at the seige of 
Vera Cms ; made several voyages around 
the world and resigned in 1851. In 1853 
he, at the age of twenty-five, made the 
race for Congress against the late Hon. 
R. H. Stanton, and was defeated. He 
studied law and waa admitted to the bar 
and afterwards located in Newport, where 
he married Miss Ketura, daughter of 
Colonel J. W. Tibbats, and granddaughter 
of General James Taylor. He was elected 
to the Kentucky Legislature in Ti."!>. and 
was candidate for Elector for the State-at- 
Large on the Breckinridge ticket in 1860. 
He left the Slate in ScptembiT, ISfil ; en- 
tered the Southern army as private under 
General Buokner; was a member of the 
" Provisional Government of Kentucky;" 
represented Kentucky in the Confederate 
Congress ; was Captain and Assistant 
Adjutant General in Breckinridge's Divis- 
ion ; was promoted Major for gallant 
conduct at Shiloh; participated in the 
battle of Cbicamauga ; commanded the 
district of East Louisiana arfd Mississippi 
at the close of the war , was Elector in 
1872 on the Greely ticket and President 
of the Electoral College; in 1873 was 
State Senator from Campbell County. 

About ten years ago, on account of 
failing health, he purchased a plantation 
in Floriila, and had been living there 
ever since. The immediate cause of his 
death waa a stroke of paral^'sis received 
on August 1.

The eye always indicates the charac- 
ter of the man. This is particularly 
true of thieves, for the expert detective 
can tell in almost every case whether or 
not a man is a thief by simply looking 
him squanly in the eye. A known 
dctectiTe la speaking of this matter, 
said: 

"Yes, I cm pick out ii thief every time. 
1 can't tell you what it is that gives tho 
man away except that it is the expres- 
sion of the eye. In the first place, there 
tsn few thieves that will look yon 
squarely in > the eye unless they are 
obliged to do so. They will avoid your 
glanc e aa long as they can, and even 
when they do face you and gaze steadily 
at you it is always with the same e.x- 
pression. Although their eyes may be 
wide open and the gaze apparently 
steady yon will see, if yon look closely, 
that there is something away back 
through the comer trying to avoid you. 
I have picked out numbers of thieves by 
this little cldd-iiig movement. I never 
saw a thief who was free from it. 

"Everybody haa met that man who 
resolutely refuses to meet a steady gaie 
for more than three m four seconds at a 
time. It is not fair to say that all such 
persons are dishonest. In many cases 
this peculiarity is a ilirect result of bash- 
fulness. A little close observation will 
enable the observer to put persons in 
the class to which they belong. The 
man whose eye is almond shaped is al- 
most always dishonest at heart, it not 
in overt act. The eyes of some of the 
most notorious thieves in tho country 
are of this pattern, and tho expression 
given the face by this sort of ey» iS very 
striking."— Pittsburg Press.
